The Cinderella story takes many forms, but the basic one 
—and doubtless for good reason—finds our lovely heroine 
poor as a church mouse, sweet as Little Eva, and lovely as a 


fairy princess. 


Who wouldn’t love a girl like that especially when she is 


the beautiful blonde from Bay- 
onne (N. J.) whom all the world 
knows as Sandra Dee? 

And she is the heroine of “That 
Funny Feeling,’ Universal’s fast 
and delightful romantic comedy 
WHICH ODENCGl eae at the 
See oe xi Theatre. In it, Sandra 
is an aspiring actress making 
ends meet by working as a clean- 
ing maid who tidies bachelor 
men’s apartments in Manhattan 
—when her unknowing employers 
are out in the marts of Madison 
Avenue, bent on making money. 
(If they knew about Sandra, 
they’d stay home and get 
acquainted. But then there would 
be no story. Not THIS one.) 

Sandra’s earnings from this 
menial but honest labor enable 
her to share a primitively fur- 
nished walkup flat with Nita 
Talbot, and they have Larry 
Storch for a neighbor and helper. 

One of Sandra’s bachelor em- 
ployers (but he doesn’t know that 
yet) is Bobby Darin. And his pal 
and boss at a paperback book 
publishing house is Donald O’Con- 
nor. 

So these are the stars of this 
modern comedy of mixed-up 
identities —- Sandra Dee, Bobby 
Darin and Donald O’Connor. 
Sandra moves into Bobby’s apart- 
ment, thinking he is in California; 
Bobby moves into Donald’s pent- 
house; and Donald moves into a 
hotel. Sandra carries her cleaning 
gear in a hatbox, and thereby 
masquerades as a model. Bobby 
pretends to be an interior deco- 
rator and thereby raises an eye- 
brow. Leo G. Carroll socks Bobby, 
and Larry Storch socks Donald— 
both on behalf of Sandra’s virtue, 
which isn’t in the least impaired. 


Robert Strauss mistakenly con- 
cludes she is brazen, and Ben 
Lessy is just as sure she isn’t, 
and Ben’s right. 

From the start of this fun- 
filled movie directed by Richard 
Thorpe, produced by Harry 
Keller, screenplayed by David R. 
Schwartz, and beautifully filmed 
in Technicolor by Clifford Stine, 
it is Boy Meets Girl with a ven- 
geance. First Sandra trips Bobby 
at the newsstand on the corner; 
then the next day, Bobby trips 
Sandra. It becomes obvious they 
are Meant for Each Other. 

So they make dates, and this 
is how Sandra “borrows” the 
apartment whose key she has as 
the maid, so that she can have a 
presentable place to meet Bobby, 
who is fresh out of an apartment. 

This makes for great fun for 
the viewer, and laughs pile on 
laughs as Sandra goes ahead with 
her masquerade, and the under- 
standably mystified Bobby lets 
her do it—until Sandra discovers 
his identity, when the complica- 
tions really pile up—as do the 
laughs which come so loud and 
fast by the time the smash finish 
is reached, it’s hard to hear the 
dialogue. But it doesn’t matter. 

The hilarity concludes when 
Sandra and Bobby repair to the 
bar where their acquaintanceship 
began — and Leo Carroll floors 
Bobby with a haymaker to the 
jaw. There is a memorable clos- 
ing line. 

“When you got her around,” 
the bartender observes, mean‘ng 
Sandra, “you don’t need tele- 
vision.” 

Of course, you know they will 
live scrappily ever after.

She has met her match in a 
happily amiable, 95-pound mutt 
dog named Spike, who leaped on 
her back and knocked her down 
at their first meeting—just as he 
was supposed to do. It was on a 
heavily carpeted floor and Sandra 
suffered no greater injury than 
loss of dignity. But she shudders 
at what might have happened if 
Spike had performed past the 
call of duty. 

“How do I know, for example,” 
Sandra asked, “‘that he knows the 
difference between ‘siccum’ and 
‘stop’ ?” 

Sandra has good reason for her 
dour conjectures. In “I’d Rather 
Be Rich,’ a 600-pound trained 
bear was supposed to amble out 
the doorway of a mountain cabin, 
and to startle Sandra and Andy 
Williams.

Sandra has survived these en- 
counters, but she doesn’t know 
how long she can push her luck. 
People she can cope with, but 
animals are unpredictable. Par- 
ticularly, it would seem, around 
Sandra Dee.

But then 
that is one of the paradoxes of 
show business; Sandra employs a 
maid at her own home to keep the 
place clean and tidy, and then goes 
to work on her movie set with 
vacuum cleaner, broom and dust 
mop to clean Bobby Darin’s apart- 
ment—Mr. Darin being Sandra’s 
real-life husband. 

And at her ostensible wage of 
$1.25 an hour, before taxes, San- 
dra is to be seen in the film in a 
delightful wardrobe of originals 
by the noted designer, Jean Louis. 
There are 17 changes in all, of 
which at least 14 involve the Jean 
Louis collection. The other three 
consist of a man’s (presumably 
Bobby’s) pajamas, a large bath 
towel with which Sandra drapes 
herself after her bath, and a pair 
of jeans in the new stretch denim. 

So how does char girl Sandra 
afford this fine wordrobe? It is 
very simple, says designer Louis. 

“As with all smart girls in Man- 
hattan who must get by on very 
little money,” says Louis, “Sandra 
would haunt the sales. 

“At sales, she would find copies 
of copies of such originals as these, 
at such low prices as $29.95. She 
would scrimp and save to buy 
these copies of copies, many of 
which look just as chic as the 
costly originals.” 


Dresses & Girls Hard 
To Find In Hollywood

Beautiful girls, and beautiful 
party dresses to clothe them in, 
are both in short supply in Holly- 
wood, if the experience of Richard 
Thorpe, who directed Universal’s

Thorpe needed 45 all-beautiful 
girls for the party sequence. 
After screening several hundred 
candidates through casting 
sources, he personally interviewed 
113 young hopefuls before com- 
ing up with the requisite 45. And 
it wasn’t easy. 

But that was only half the 
problem. Wardrobe couldn’t begin 
to clothe the girls in the right 
manner. Careful shopping turned 
up a total of 15 dresses that 
would do. The other 30 had to be 
designed and fabricated com- 
pletely from scratch. 

It ended up as Hollywood’s big- 
gest single order of original party 
gowns in several years, involving 
hundreds of “man” hours by 
seamstresses and fitters, and the 
mass fitting of 45 young ladies 
whose appearance in the film does 
not exceed ten minutes.

It is a big switch from Bobby’s 
taut dramatic role in “Captain 
Newman,” the performance of 
which won him cherished recog- 
nition in the form of an Academy 
nomination.

But it is just such big switches 
that Bobby hopes to eliminate at 
some time in the foreseeable 
future, in the interest of his pro- 
fessional advancement. He seeks 
an image—an undiffused one, one 
that does not depend on his 
remarkable versatility as night- 
club entertainer, composer, dra- 
matic actor, popular song stylist, 
light comedian, song writer, etc. 

With all these capabilities, 
Bobby can go any way — given 
the right vehicle. And since he 
has shucked nightclub entertain- 
ing, and declines to do routine 
television shows, he would 1 ke to 
progress as an actor—comedic or 
dramatic, but preferably not both 
—and with music as a sideline. 

“What I'd like,’ he says, “is 
typification. I am not a star,” he 
says, with modesty of self-analy- 
sis. “Jerry Lewis is, and Frank 
Sinatra, and Elvis Presley—each 
in his own way. They have 
achieved typification. I haven’t.” 

A prime example of what he 
means is John Wayne, who has 
become wealthy and popular by 
playing variations of the “John 
Wayne” type in successive pic- 
tures. 

The very opposite is epitomized 
by Laurence Olivier, revered by 
other troupers as “the actors’

emy Award nomination for his dra- 
matic role in “Captain Newman,” 
changes pace to light romantic 
comedy for the zany Universal pic- 
ture in Technicolor, “That Funny 
Feeling.”

The match goes 
INTO the oven instead, and bird 
and oven are at once engulfed in 
flames. 

Sandra races to the rescue with 
a pan full of sudsy dish water, 
and duck and dish water end up 
together—an unpalatable mess. 

In an ensuing scene, the girls 
send out to a restaurant for a 
duck to go, and that is the duck 
Sandra serves Bobby. * 

It was like that, only more so, 
when Sandra helped Andy Wil- 
liams to barbecue a chicken in 
her previous picture, “I’d Rather 
Be Rich.” The bird had surrepti- 
tiously been stuffed with a rocket 
by a jealous suitor, Robert Gou- 
let, and was supposed to shoot off 
into the wild blue yonder when 
warmed by the glowing coals. It 
did so in trial runs, but when the 
camera turned on the scene, the 
chicken exploded in Sandra’s and 
Andy’s faces, inflicting painful 
burns. 

After these two traumatic 
experiences in the cooking of

“Mind if I have a cup of 
coffee ?”’ 

“Help yourself,” Sandra replied. 

Then director Richard Thorpe 
ended the action — and Larry 
quickly put his bruised finger to 
his mouth. 

“Did you know you stepped on 
my finger?” he asked Sandra. 

“Oh, you poor dear she 
purred. “Of course I didn’t.” 

“Actually, it wasn’t much,” he 
said. “It’s stopped hurting 
already.”

Be Tremendous If —

Tracy Butler is the kind of a 
girl who works in a movie for $27- 
million an hour, which is very 
much more than the stars earn. 

It is also more, much more, than 
the $45 an hour which was Tracy’s 
normal wage as a top New York 
photographic model and actress 
in television commercials, before 
she switched to Hollywood. 

Tracy set her new pay scale by 
a brief, but important, scene with 
Bobby Darin in the Sandra Dee- 
Darin-Donald O’Connor starring 
romantic comedy in Technicolor 
for Universal, ‘That Funny Feel- 
ANOS COMM Ore so eeet ces eee arene to the 
DET ST oo eA erees Theatre. 

Tracy’s performance consisted 
of posing with Bobby Darin for 
one cabaret-type photo. It took 
one-fiftieth of a second to shoot it 
and the resultant print showing 
Darin’s arm around Tracy, serves 
to make Sanda jealous. 

Tracy got her regular pay— 
$150 before deductions—for her 
fiftieth of a second work before 
the camera. Fringe benefits in- 
cluded the two-hour glamour hair- 
do and makeup she received in 
advance. 

At $150 for a fiftieth of a sec- 
ond, a full second of Tracy’s time 
would bring her $7,500, and a min- 
ute would be $450 thousand. Sixty 
times that makes an hour $27 
million, and a normal eight hour 
day, $216 million. But that figure 
holds only if she gets the same 
rate of pay for every 50th of a 
second.

first thing he got was — a sock on the jaw! 


No, someone wasn’t evening a 
grudge; it’s just that the script 
called for it. And when Larry 
Storch, also in the film, knocks 
Donald cold, it’s merely a case of 
mistaken identity. He really was 
supposed to knock out Bobby 
Darin — who doesn’t deserve it 
either. 

It is such things that make 
comedies zany, aS Donald O’Con- 
nor knows very well. He’s been in 
show business almost since his 
birth in Chicago in 1926. His 
father died a few months after 
and his widowed mother contin- 
ued The O’Connor’s, a family 
vaudeville act, which Donald 
joined when he was 13 months old 
doing a dance routine. 

Late in the 1930’s, he appeared 
in a benefit at the Los Angeles 
Biltmore Theatre, was seen by a 
talent scout, and signed for the 
role of Bing Crosby’s kid brother 
in “Sing You Sinners.” He made 
11 additional pictures for Para- 
mount, then moved to Warner 
Brothers for a picture after which 
he hit the road for a four-week 
theater tour which extended into 
two years. 

Universal brought him back to 
Hollywood from Chicago to ap- 
pear in “What’s Cooking?” and 
in 1941, signed him to a contract. 
He made as many as 12 films a 
year, including six of the famous 
“Francis” — the talking mule 
films. 

In the ten years since he left 
Universal, he has done a number 
of films, had his own television 
series and innumerable television 
roles, done the night club circuit,

At the same time, he evaluates 
himself as not yet a star, in the 
full sense of the word. It is a 
sought-after, elusive rating which 
comes genuinely to only a few. 
It is a quality of acceptance 
marked by having a large and 
faithful fan following and a cor- 
responding draw at the boxoffice. 

Sandra Dee has it with 17 star- 
ring films now to her credit. 

Bobby Darin hasn’t it yet, in 
the medium of the motion picture, 
at his age of 28, and with starring 
roles in only seven p ctures thus 
far. But he IS a star in related 
fields of show business — as a 
nightclub headliner, song-writer 
and composer. But with release of 
the new film, in which he has a 
compelling role opposite Sandra, 
he may attain it in movies, too. 

“T’'1]1 know when I do,” he says. 
“T’]] know it when the first film 
producer has a screenplay written 
expressly for me to do.” The pub- 
lic will know it also, but its 
attainment may not be as well 
defined in that area. It will be 
felt, rather than said. 

Meanwhile, with his already 
attained status of motion picture 
identity—a thing in itself desir- 
able, and not easy to come by— 
he has earned star billing and the 
role opposite Sandra on his merits 
alone. He fits the part as a mani- 
festly capable actor, with no rela- 
tionship to the fact that he hap- 
pens also to be Sandra’s real-life 
husband. 

There are no problems apparent 
in this romantic pair:ng of Sandra 
and Bobby for a screen vehicle. 
It is a romantic comedy, and not 
a passionate love story. 

And they have one special ad- 
vantage. Since they share the 
same household, they can and do 
rehearse one another in their 
time away from the studio. Very 
few screen troupers enjoy the 
same advantage. 

“That Funny Feeling,” which 
was directed by Richard Thorpe 
and produced by Harry Keller, is 
an hilarious masquerade romantic 
comedy.
